CHINESE TIDBITS. 


Th e W a y Vegetabl es and Meat s Ar e 
Preserved by the Nati ves. 
In c h in a turnips, several v arieties of 
cabbage and seaw eed are often p re p ay 
ed for w inter by giving them a cont of 
salt and drying In the sun. 
A vegeta­ 
ble resem bling cabbage is som etim es 
dried in the sun w ith o u t salt and put 
a w ay in shallow b askets until ready 
for use. They h av e a w ay also of m ak­ 
in g a k ’gid of sa u e rk ra u t very m uch as 
A m ericans do. 
T he trea tm e n t of cer­ 
tain vegetables in th is w ay is a com-, 
mon practice. 
T he best native ham s 
come from a region know n as the Iou- 
boa district, in C hekiang province. The 
ham s w hen dressed aud ready for cu r­ 
ing are carefully placed in vats. 
A 
kind of pickle is then prepared of salt, 
w a te r and a sauce from th e soy beau, 
w hich is poured over th e fresh ham s. 
A fter th e ham s have been in th e pickle 
a sufficient length of tim e they are tak ­ 
en out and hung up to dry and occa­ 
sionally, b u t not often, sm oked, whim 
they are ready for th e m arket. 
Some­ 
tim es a little n itra te of potasli is also 
added to help preserve them , but tills 
addition is th e exception and not the 
rule. 
It is reported th a t in th e south 
ham s are cured by m eans of an alkaline 
e arth and com m on salt b u t so fa r as 
eau be learned no earth of any kind is 
em ployed in the m iddle and no rth ern 
provinces. 
T he fam ous pickled eggs 
of C hina are preserved w ith a pickle 
m ade of com m on m ud, salt, saltp eter 
an d soy bean sauce, all m ixed together. 
T he eggs are coated w ith a plaster of 
th is m ix tu re and laid aw ay until ripe. 
■when they are ready for the table. 
P re p are d in th is w ay they will keep 
several m onths.

Beiley Campaign Committee Re­ 
quests Delegates Be Sent. 
Fort W orth, March 14.—The Bailey 
campaign committee has issued an ad­ 
dress, in part a? follows; 
“To the I>emocrats of Texas: 
W e| 
invite your attention to the fact that 
on March 7 at Waco a number of men 
professing to be Democrats organised 
a movem ent with the Bole purpose of 
Injuring the prestige and usefulness of 
Hon. J W. Bailey, a Democratic sena­ 
tor from Texas, who was nominated 
by the Democratic voters of this state 
in 1906 and elected by the Democratic 
legislature of Texas in 1907. So far as 
his office as senator Is concerned, he 
is not in any sense a candidate, and 
by every 
rule of 
party loyalty 
he 
should have the united support of all 
true Democrats. He Is a candidate for 
delegate at large to the national con­ 
vention, not because he has desired 
th at preferm ent, for. en the contrary. 
he has heretofore distinctly declared 
th at such compliments, under ordinary

’ccived from him on this subject he 


“ *j can not leave here until the sen­ 
ate votes on the currency bill without 
feeling that I have neglected my pub­ 
lic duty. and this, of course, my friends' 
would not expect me to do.’

“We are sure that all D em ocrats will 
applaud his action In postponing his J 
visit until this duty is disc barged, and j 
his friends will be glad to learn that 
he will greet them at the Fort Worth 
state meeting."
